DESCRIPTIVE SUMMARY: The following is a nontechnical explanation of the substance and purpose of the
proposed rulemaking:

The State Athletic Commission's fund balance was ($140,883) at the end of FY2011. This change will help
provide additional revenue.

FEE SUMMARY: The following is a specific description of the fee or charge imposed or increased:

The application fee for a promater is being increased from five hundred ($500) to one thousand ($1000) dollars.
The application fee for a sanction permit is being increased from twenty-five ($25) to two hundred ($200) dollars.
The application fees for combatants and non-combatants is being increased from thirty dollars ($30) to one hundred
fifty dollars ($150). The application fee for a matchmaker is being increased from one hundred dollars ($100) to two
hundred fifty dollars ($250). The application fee for aring official is being increased from thirty dollars ($30) to one
hundred fifty dollars ($150). Finally, the renewal fees are being increased as follows: a promoter renewal is being
increased from one hundred ($100) to seven hundred fifty ($750) dollars; a combatant and noncombatant renewal is
being increased from thirty dollars ($30) to one hundred fifty dollars ($150); a matchmaker renewal is being
increased from one hundred ($100) to two hundred fifty dollars ($250); and the ring official renewal is being
increased from thirty dollars ($30) to one hundred fifty dollars ($150). The anticipated impact is a total positive
impact of $43,880 to the dedicated fund based on the number of licensees and the number of sanction permitsissued
in the last fiscal year.

FISCAL IMPACT: The following is a specific description, if applicable, of any negative fiscal impact on the state
general fund greater than ten thousand dollars ($10,000) during the fiscal year resulting from this rulemaking:

The State Athletic Commission continues to have a negative balance. This change will help provide additional
revenue estimated at $43,880 based on the number of licensees at the end of FY 2011. The Board's fund balance at the
end of fiscal year 2011 was ($140,883). The Commission's expenses have exceeded its revenues by $49,116 in FY
2011, $35,482 in FY 2010, and $62,678 in FY 2009.
